The prior art teaches that it is well known to sew at least two screen members 
together in a vibratory separator. The features, however, of a pattern of expandable 
material on and corresponding to the stitch pattern, the thread passing through the 
holes in the pattern of expandable material and the expandable material expanded 
within the holes following extraction of a needle therefrom render the invention novel 
and non-obvious over the prior art. The closest prior art, Shirai, teaches the injection of 
expandable material after the sewing of a filter cloth (See English Abstract).
